McLaughlin. The hearing was closed. 

Prof. Charles J. Bullock of Harvard 
was one of the conspicuous speakers. He 
said in part: 

“The present system of taxation in 
Massachusetts is satisfactory to no one. 
It is unequal in its operation upon in- 
dividual taxpayers, places undue burdens 
on some of the industries upon which 
the welfare of the commonwealth de- 
pends, and leads to widespread evasion 
and general disrespect for law. 

“This evasion is not confined to tax- 


payers, but extends to'the officers rg 


trusted with the execution of the law, 
who, being required to enforce a system 
of taxation so defective as to be practi- 
cally unenforcible, follow the dictates 
of common sense rather thaw the exact 
requirements of the law. Assessors do 
not willingly impose upon individuals or 
industries burdens which either induce 
or compel them to remove to other 
jurisdictions, and when confronted with 
problems of this character are likely 
to consider the welfare of their city or 
town rather than the exact requirements 
of a statute. In assessing growing tim- 
ber it is common practise to ‘rate the 
property at some arbitrary figure, such 
as $5 per acre, without regard to its 
actual value, because strict enforcement 
of the law nimkes it impossible to own 
timber land of any considerable value. 

“Tilustrations might be multiplied to 
show that existing tax laws are at many 
points unenforced and unenforcible, but 
it can hardly be necessary to do so, since 
this is a matter of common knowledge. 

“A brief examination of the history of 
the taxation in this commonwealth dur- 
ing the nineteenth century will disclose 
the fundamental cause of the difficulties 
which now confront us. 

“During the first half of that century, 


erate, seldom exceeding $5 per 1000. In 
Boston, for instance, the per capita tax 
levy was less than $3 in 1822, the year 
the city was incorporated, and the rate 
of taxation was $3.50 per $1000. In 1850 
the per capita levy was about $8 per 
$1000, and the tax rate: was $6.50 per 
$1000. In the entire state of Massachu- 
setts, the per capita taxes levied upon 
property in 1860 amounted to $6, and the 
average rate of taxation was $9.60 per 
$1000. If figures for 1850 were available 
they would show a much smaller tax levy 
and a considerably lower rate of taxa- 
tion. 

“Under these conditions the plan of 
taxing all property at a uniform rate 
worked tolerably well. The administra- 
tion of the law was at many points 
imperfect; there was, doubtless, more or 
less evasion; but the tax rates were so 
moderate that the average citizen could 
pay, and actually did pay, his taxes, 
even upon personal property. In Bos- 
ton, for example, in the year 1794, when 
the rate of taxation was about $3 per 
$1000, personal property constituted 
more than half of the property assessed 
for taxation; and as late as 1850, when 
the tax rate was $6.50 per. $1000, per- 
sonal property formed over 41 per cent 
of the total viauation. In 1850, when 
the average tax rate in the common- 
wealth was probably about $5 per $1000, 
personal property constituted more than 
36 per cent of the property assessed for 
taxation in Massachusetts. 

“Not only were the tax rates moderate 
during the early part of the 19th century, 
but also the rate of interest on good 
investments was considerably higher than 
at the present day. At that time the 
state of Massachusetts could borrow at 
about 5 per cent, and mortgages and 
other well secured investments yielded 
6 per cent and even more. The result 
was that, upon investments yielding 
about 6 per cent, the investor was re- 
quired to pay a tax of $4 or $5 per $1000, 
Such a tax never exceeded 10 per cent 
of the income from good investments, 
and in most cases amounted to consid- 
erably less than 10 per cent of the in- 
come. It could be paid without im- 
poverishing the investor, and the statis- 
tics showing the assessment of taxable 
property prove that upon the whole it, 
was paid without a great deal of evasion. 
Under such circumstances the plan of 
assessing all property at a uniform rate | 
gave reasonable satisfaction, and the 
system of taxation prevailing in the com- | 
monwealth was not felt to be a grievance 
and intolerable system. 


“But after 1850 conditions changed. 
Public expenditures rapidly increased in 
amount, and the rate of taxation steadi- 
ly advanced. Whereas-in Boston the per 
capita tax levy in 1850 was about $8, in. 
1874 it had advamced to $35.70. In the 
state of Massachusetts, between 1860 
and 1870, the per capita taxes upon 
property inereased from $6.04 to $17.10. 
The tax rate in Boston, which in 1850 
had been $6.50 per $1000, advanced to 
$15.60 in the year 1874, In Massachu- 
setts the average tax rate, which was 
$9.60 per $1000 in 1860, stood at $15.70 
in 1870.’ During the last 30 years the 
amoufit of money raised by taxation has 
steadily increased and the rate of taxa- 
tion has tended also to rise, until at the 
present day we are leyying upon prop- 
erty taxes amounting to $20 per capita, 
and accordingly have tax rates which av- 
erage more than $17 per $1000 upon 
all property subject to local taxation in 
the commonwealth. 

“While public expenditures and taxes 
have been increasing, the rate of inter- 
est has tended to decline. The common- 
wealth, instead of borrowing at 5 per 
cent, can now barrow at 3% per cent or 


even less. Corporation bonds, which a 


generation ago yielded thé investor 6 or 
7 per cent, now yield 4 to 5 per cent; 
and the rate of interest upon mortgages 
has declined in a similar manner. The 


result ig. that upon good ‘investments, | 


seldom yielding more than 5 per cent 
and frequently yielding less, the investor 
is expected to pay a tax varying in the 
various cities and towns from | to 3 per 
cent, and averaging a little less than 2 
per cent. If we assume 5 per cent to be 
the average.rate of interest, the present 
average tax upon property in Massachu- 
setts amounts to nearly 40 per cent of 
the investor’s income; whereas, in the 
first half of the 19th century it amounted 
to leas than 10 per cent. Such -is the 
change which the last 50 years have 
wrought in the conditions under which 
our system of taxation must operate. 


“This change in the proportion which 
local taxes bear to the income. fpom 
good investments explains the fact that 
general discontent with our system of 
taxation manifested itself soon after 
the civil war and has increased with 
each passing decade. If it was possible 
to tax all property at a uniform rate 
a century ago, when the tax amounted

X-GOVERNOR GUILD wrote the following letter to Ryerson Ritchie, secretary of Merchants Association:

“(b) Diversification of taxation accords 
with the ordinary business principle of 
adjusting charges and prices to what 
the traffic will bear. No railroad charges 
as much for carrying logs as it charges 
for carrying furniture; and ‘the discrim- 
ination in favor of logs, by enabling that 
traffic to move and contribute to iw 
revenue of the road, tenda to decrease 
the rate that must be charged upon 
furniture and other traffic of a higher 
grade. When the average rate of taxa- 
tion in Massachusetts was $3 per thou- 
sand it was possible to tax all property 
at a uniform rate, because the tax was 
not higher than any important class of 
property could bear.

DEFEAT IN DEBATE 
FOR HIGH OIL DUTY 


Speaker and House Leaders 
See Amendment Passed to 
Reduce Tax From Twenty- 
Five to One Per Cent.

PRESTIGE IS SHAKEN 


WASHINGTON—-Speaker 
Cannon, it is believed, realizes today that 


Joseph 


his great prestige as absolute ruler in 
the House of Representatives is shaken 
as the result of the insurgents’ success 
late Wednesday afternoon in pagging an 
amepdment. to the oil -schedule in the 
Payne tariff bill reducing the duty to 
1 per cent. 

Mr. Cannon took- the floor himself in 
a fervent appeal for protection “of the 
petroleum trade, but the party desterted 
him, he and the leaders being forced to 
swallow the bitter pill of defeat. 

The leaders had arranged that there 
should be a vote on. the question of 
placing a 25 per cent ad valorem duty 
on petroleum and its products and that 
the voting on this senedule should be 
limited to that one issue. Half a dozen 
amendments were presented and were 
ruled out of order by Chairman Olmsted 


on points of order. 

A debate in which nearly a score of 

parliamentary experts took part pre- 
ceded the decision. Champ Clark imme- 
diately appealed from the decision of 
the chair and the appeal was sustained, 
162 to 174, on a standing vote. Tellers 
were demanded and -this resulted in 
clinching the defeat of the House organ- 
ization, the vote being 168 to 136 against 
the chair. 
_ “J happen to be speaker of the House,” 
said * Speaker Cannon opposing’ the 
amendment, “but I am also a member. 
This amendment is a proposition to put 
oil on the free list. As the bill now 
stands it proposes to treat all other 
countries as they~treat us. While you 
are trying to punish this wicked Stan- 
dard Oil be careful that you do not, like 
Samson, pull the pillars of the temple 
on your heads. The gentleman from 
Wisconsin may flop his wings and crow 
and crucify the Standard Oil into noth- 
ing. It will do no good. If legislation 
is needed we are here to legislate. And 
no man will go further than I will go 
to curb the power of this trust.” 

After the Norris amendment fixing the 
duty on oil at 1 per cent ad valorem 
had been adopted and an amendment 
from the ways and means committee 
placing tea on the free list had also re- 
ceived the approval of the House, Chair- 
man Payne offered the amendment of 
the committee taking off the countervail- 
ing duty on coffee. 

Tulio Larrinaga, the delegate ‘f:om 
Porto Rico, presented another amend- 
ment providing that the cheaper grades 
of coffee should be,free and that the 
higher grades be taxed at 3 cents a 
pound. The Larrinaga amendment on 
coffee was lost and the Payne amend- 
ment putting coffee on the free list was 
catried. '

Roosevelt it shall hang in its present 
place in the Union. Afterward it will 
be transferred to Memorial Hall, wher- 
it will be hung among the portraits of 
the benefactors and great men of the 
past generations of Harvard College.

There are 

countries on the European continent which have piled protective 

duties on foreign imports just as high as they know how to do so, 

which are nevertheless alarmed at the increase in duties under 

specific schedules in the tariff bill. now before Congress. It never 

seems to occur to these protesters that there is an exceedingly homely 

proverb to the effect that what is sauce for the goose is sauce for 

the gander, and that consequently if prohibitive duties on manufac- 

tured articles are a good thing in France or Germany they must be 
an equally good thing in California or Maine. 

The question is not, for the moment, whether protection is a 
good thing or not; the countries of the European continent have 
agreed, with one voice, that it is. The inconsistency, therefore, 
which would strike the citizen of the world, is that of nations which 
have planted their own commerce on a basis of protection taking 
exception to the details of the bills other nations may introduce for 
the same purpose. There is nothing cosmopolitan or altruistic about 
the idea of protection. It is the frankest system of national selfish- 
ness ever perpetrated. But for one nation to take exception to the 
degree of selfishness practised by another nation is not only incon- 
sistent, it is simply ludicrous. Nor is the position of the free-trader 
in this respect any more reasonable. If protection is a bad thing 
then the obvious sufferer by protection is the protectionist country, 
and the higher that country piles its protective duties, the nearer 1t 
approaches the fate of the tower of Babel. To argue, in consequence, 
that free trade is a good thing, but that a free trade country suffers 
from the imposition of duties by protectionist coyntries is to take 
up an untenable position. When, indeed, the free trader preaches 
free trade simply as something which will pay better than protection, 
he is reducing his argument to the purely selfish level of the argument 
lor protection, and the question before the rulers of a nation is 
reduced to a simple decision as to which 1s likely to pay best. 

The free.traders and the protectionists of Europe have both 
found the tariff bill, now before Congress, an argument in favor of 
their own views. The conversion of the United States to the prin- 
giple-of free trade is assured, say the former. The United States, 
say the latter, 1s already practically converted to our contention of 
freedom of entry for raw material, and a duty on manufactured 
coods. Now is the time, insists the free trader, to stand firm: in 
fifteen years the United States will be a free trade country. Now 
is the time, replies the tariff reformer, to revise the tariff : the United 
States 1s adopting the very measures for which we have always 
contended. There you have the ability of the human mind for 
seeing precisely what it wishes to see admirably expressed. Statist- 

's, Lord Macaulay once drily remarked, exist for the purpose of 
enabling any one to prove the particular point he has in view. 

The fact is that there is one way, and one way only, by which 
any difhculty of this nature can be ultimately solved. Let the world 
give up asking what will pay, and ask itself instead what is right. 
Then let it do right simply because it is right, and it will discover 
that it is impossible to suffer from doing right, and that the only 
real protection it is possible to have comes from right doing. .

CIPRIANO CASTRO, home-bound, must not set 
foot on British soil. England forbids him to 
land at Trinidad, the island opposite the estu- 
ary of his native Orinoco, though she does so 
only at the urgent advice of the United 
States. 

When England denies a man the time- 
honored retreat in British lands, the sign 
is ominous, and Castro, who is no stranger 
to the Napoleonic pose, may find renewed 
inspiration and, perchance, pathos in the coalition against him of the 
United States, Great Britain, Holland, Denmark, Venezuela, Colom- 
bia, and Panama. It was a coalition the Corsican braved when he 
broke out from Klba and entered on the hundred-day epilogue to his 
career. He landed in France a plain filibuster, and to restrain Don 
Cipriano trom the same foolhardiness is the solicitude of the present 
coalition. 

Castro, it is true, curbed the foreign adventurer, but the quiet 
and order he forced on Venezuela was the quiet of abject fear and 
the order of dictatorial monopoly. He did not prove to Venezuela 
and the world that honesty and freedom had taken the place of the 
corruption that enslaved the country through foreign greed. 

The deposed President's trip to Europe is one of ,the minor 
romances of diplomacy. Puzzling to the public at large, it has 
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f 
significant enough details to prompt some Kut not all of the powers 
to frustrate whatever designs he may have for or against the welfare 
of his country. 

There must be peace in the Caribbean, and not the kind Castro 
conceives of. If a faint analogy to the man of fate is consoling to 
him in the hour of his waning star, it may be said that if Napoleon's 
career was at an end beyond retrieve when he first lost his grip, with 
Fontainebleau following, and all else leading to a useless Waterloo, 
Cipriano Castro broke his own spell of fear when he embarked for 
Europe and took forever leave from power at Berlin. 

But Castro is not of Napoleon's cast.

bureau of statistics of the department otf 
labor and commerce. In the nine months 
| ending with September, it is claimed, “we 
| succeeded in getting together enough tonnage 
5 without a ship subsidy to deliver to the 
ages aes Argentine buyers American goods to the 
value of $55,000,000 more than we sold to that country in the cor- 
responding period of 1907.” It is also pointed out that while Argen- 
tina increased her purchases from us from $232,000,000 in 1907 to 
$287,000,000 in 1908, the exports of the United States to Canada 
for the year 1907 amounted to but $247,600,000, and the gain 
over the preceding year was less than $10,000,000, while the im- 
ports of Canada to this country declined nearly $53,000,000. 

The conclusion drawn by the anti-subsidizers from these figures 
is that our South American trade is not suffering for lack of sub- 
sidized ships, and it is also held to show that trade “follows the flag 
only when the price is right, and when the men behind the flag are 
il a position to satisfy the demands of their buyers.” 

Of course, it remains possible for the friends of ship subsidy 
to insist that-no matter how favorable the showing may be, it would 
be greatly improved if the growing commerce between the United 
States and Argentina, and the commerce which 1s bound to grow be- 
tween the United States and the other South American republics, 
were carried in American vessels sailing under our flag. There is 
always the question as to whether the American mercantile marine 
can be restored more certainly and more speedily by means of gov- 
ernment subsidy than by the removal of the tariff upon materials 
which enter into the construction of ships. Nothing short of a 
practical demonstration will convince either side of the controversy 
that it is wrong.

If WILL REQUIRE much industry and careful 
study on the part of sociologists to obtain 
the most desirable results from a book just 
published which contains tacts, gathered un- 
der the Russell Sage foundation, with regard 
to the standard of living among the families 
of New York workingmen. New York city 
presents such a cosmopolitan aspect, to begin 
with, that the very plan of the investigation 
must have called for as great a display of pa- 
tience and ability as the work itself. In the 400 schedules presented, 
many subjects are treated with great regard to detail. On the whole, 
conditions of living are tound to be far from ideal. But even when 
the entire work shall be thoroughly digested, the unsatisfying phase 
of the matter will be the circumstance that in dealing with the fam 
ihhes of New York workingmen it deals with conditions that are pe 
cular to New York and which cannot be duplicated in the other 
great cities of the country, like, tor instance, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
St. Louis and Boston 

One ot the things which 1s satisfving about this first report un- 
der the Russell Sage loundation, however, is that it will, in all 
probability, have the ettect oft teaching us to be a trifle more caretul 
in the matter of making statements with regard to the standard of 
living in this country to the disadvantage of other countries. ‘The 
standard of living among all classes may be higher in the United 
States than it is elsewhere, but 1f it is, we have not proved it as yet, 
And it 1s apparent from the work already done that it will require 
years to determine it. \Ve really have no ground, beyond ‘that of 
pure conjecture, for our off-l 
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hand statements with regard to the 
gher standard of living among our working people than that which 
obtains, generally speaking, abroad. 

Possibly it will be shown that our working people are better 
housed, better fed, better provided for in every way than the same 
class in any other country. But one thing is certain about inquiries 
along this line and that is they lead to knowledge about things with 
revard to which we have been inclined to make loose statements. 
and if conditions are in a deplorable state the Truth should be known.

said Mr. Pinchot, “the farm area of this country cannot be more than 
double its present size at the very most, and if it can be doubled 
will not be enough to supply our people with tood.— 

This is rather a hopeless conclusion, and it is strikingly tn 
with one reached by James J. Hill not longago. Indeed, neith 
Pinchot nor Mr. Hill has gone quite as tar as a recent 
contributor who is unable to see how the population of the ea 
century hence can find enough to eat. 

Mr. Pinchot’s statement with regard to the available tarmuing 
area of the country is, of course, entirely erroneous It is based 
upon an old and abandoned method of estimating the extent of our 
productive territory. This method took little account of the vast 
area which could and would be made productive by irrigation, and it 
absolutely ignored the vaster area of apparently barren territory 
which would be made fertile by the Campbell and other systems of 
dry farming. 

As a matter of fact, entirely aside from the immense new tracts 
of farming land which will be opened during the next few decades tn 
districts heretofore supposed to be incapable of supporting human or 
animal life, we are only beginning to comprehend the real possibilities 
of agriculture. We are only in the rudiments of intensive tarming. 
We are beginning to learn that an acre of land will, under proper 
cultivation, support a large family. We are only commencing to 
understand that the vacant lots of a large city, under proper cultiva- 
tion, will provide food in plenty for its very poor. 

Agriculture in the United States in the past, speaking generally, 
has been carried on in the loosest possible fashion. So plentiful has 
been the supply of fertile soil up to recent years that tarmers have 
made it a practise to abandon as “worn out” lands which in France 
or Germany would have been made to yield abundant crops. With 
the new process, cultivation of great tracts of western lands which 
have been considered worthless, the recultivation of so-called “worn 
out” lands and the application to them of the intensive system; with 
the adoption of the new and better methods af preparing the soil and 
the new and better methods of seed selection now being taught in our 
agricultural colleges, and with a general infusion of intelligence into 
an industry which has heretofore to a very large degree been carried 
on in an ignorant and haphazard manner—even if the country shall 
have 250,000,000 inhabitants by the end of the century, our soil will 
provide for every one of them, and produce a surplus tor export
